In partial modification of our circular No. VIL'406/3/99 dated 7.8.2000 and No. 
VI/406/3/99 dated 7.8.2001, it has been decided to keep tourist visa fees unchanged 
and to revise the visa fees for all other types of visas for nationals of ali countries except 
those with which we have bilateral arrangement. 

The following rates of visa shall be effective from Ist July, 2008. 

@) Tourist visa (multiple entry) valid for up to six months - US $40 


Tourist visa (multiple entry) valid for one year - US $65 

Tourist visa (multiple entry) valid for up to 5 years - US $ 130 

For Singapore nationals, the charges will be as follows : 

Tourist visa (multiple entry) valid for up to six months - US $25 
(ii) Transit visa (valid for 15 days - single/double entry) -US $ 20 


(ii) Multiple entry Student Visa (valid for the duration of the - US $ 75 
course or five years, which ever is less ) 
(iv) ख्या other types of multipe entry visas valid for: 
(other than tourist, transit and student visas) 
री up to six months  - US. $ 80 
up to one year - US $120 
up to five months - US $ 200 


However, in respect of Business visas, there will be different charges for 15 
specified countries at the rates indicated in Annexure-I. 
Business visa should be issued for a minimum validity of one year with the 
stipulation that registration would be required if stay on each visit exceeds 180 
days (except for the countries specified in para 50 of the Visa Manual 2003 as 
amended from time to time) 

Also, in respect of Employment visas, there will be different charges for 17 
specified countries at the rates indicated in Annexure-H. 
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2. Visa fees may be charged in Euros from foreign nationals applving for visas .o 
Indian Missicns/Posts in the Euro Zone countries. The excitange rate io be adopted 
should te US $ 1= Euro 1.174 and Rs.100 = Euro 2.49. 

3. In view of the existing bilateral agrecments/arrangements, all types of visas 
should be issued gratis to the nationals of Afghanistan. Argentina, Bangladesh, 
Democratic Peopie's Republic of Korea, Jamaica, Maldives, Mauritius, Mongolia, 
South Africa and Uruguay. 

4. Nationals of Nepal and Bhutan do not require visa to enter India. However, 
Nepali nationals require visa if they enter India from China, which may be granted 
gratis. 

5. Pakistan nationals should be charged the existing fee of Rs.15 for an Indian visa 
of all types. 

6. The existing rates of visa fees for Sri Lankan Nationals remain unchanged.

7. In accordance with a bilateral agreement, a fec of US$ 1 for transit visa and 
USS$8 for all othet types of visa may be charged from Japanese nationals. 

8. Service charges of US$ 40 may be charged from Russian nationals and Service 
charges of Rs.2000 may be charged from Romanian nationals for all types of Indian 
visa. Normal visa fee schedule does not apply to them. 

9. Fee for 10 year validity tourist visa issued to US nationals will continue to be 
USS 130. Visa application fee of US$ 20 should be charged from US nationals in 


addition to visa fee. 
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10. Fee for 10 vear validity business visa issued to US nationals will be USS 220 as 
well as for five years. Visa application fee of US$ 20 should be charged from US
